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Warren Depew, Jr., one of 
the best known figures in the 
agricultural life of, the district 
was injured Saturday afternoon 
last, when trampled beneath 
the feet of bis horses when he 
went into the barn to bring 
the team out to take his wife 
and family back to the farm 
south of town, after a few 
hours spent with parents and 
others in Raymond. 

The team had been worked 
together for a long while, but 
one of them was mean to kick 
and the surmise is that when 
the unfortunate nian stepped 
between them, he was either 
kicked or had th c wind kneok- 
ed out of him, and fell under 
the horse, who commenced 
trampling and kicking him. His 
father hearing the commotion 
and fearing something was 
wrong, rushed to the barn, and 
seen the unconcious form of his 
boy under thc horses. He pul¬ 
led him out by the feet, and 
he was immediately rushed to 
Lethbridge, but passed away 
about noon Monday without 
regaining consciousness. As 
there were no witnesses to the 
tragedy, the above is supposit¬ 
ion, but the only feasible sol¬ 
ution to the sad affair.

Seldom has a larger crowd 
assembled to pay their respects 
to the dead, which in itself was 
a splendid tribute to the esteem 
in which this pioneer family is 
held. The profusion of floral 
offerings was als 0 a silent test¬ 
imonial to the sturdy values in 
Warren’s life which win a'lmir.
